A DeMtrlpttm of ttw Qtu>er Machine tT«ed 


on the Water, 


Liko the laud tricycle, the liydrocyclo 


baa been the recipient of a number of 
changes, all of which arc for rhe bettor. 
Tha latest improvement i= that of a 
Michigan mechanic, whoso device is en- 
tirely different from the present water 
flycle. There is no complicated system 
of cogs and shafts, and wlmt little ma- 
chinery is used, is of t-ho simplest port 
and easily repaired.

The cycle is constructed ou the cata- 


maran principle and isabcmt lOfpeUonp 
from end to end. Tbo lower part of tho 
machine consists of two long cylinders, 
pointed at ene.h end. They are mucl« of 
galvanized steel ami aro bold in posi- 
tion, side by siclo, about 4 foct apart, 
by strong etcel rocK At tho stern of tho 
two cylinders are placed two small steel 
rudders, operated by the rider of tho liy- 
drocycle by means of two rudder chains, 
•which are connected wit-b tho steering 
gear, resembling an ordinary bicycle 
handle bar. Only abort a third of tho 
space between the two cylinders ^ cov- 
ered. Placed on this zino flooring, -well 
forward* is a seat very similar in ap- 
pearance to a light wooden chair, on 
which tbo passenger of tho hydrocyclo 
rides. Directly behind this seat is a seat 
for the driver of tho machine. In ap- 
pearance it is like the ordinary bicycle 
scat, while just below are* the two pedals 
through which is furnished the motive 
power to the machine. 


Directly back of the snat on which 


tho driver of the machine Fits is tho 
vheol house, or, more properly speaking, 
the paddle box of the machine. This 
•\vheelhonsc rises from the floor, or deck, 
of the hydroeyclo and curves upward 
and backward behind the driver of tho 
machine, thns forming a perfect- shield, 
which protects him from tho spattering 
of tho water from tho wheel. The wheel 
itself is a light steel frame-work of tho 
ptyle known as double. Theie aro eight 
light steel paddle Hades, made of pal- 
vanized steel, which strike the water 
alternately as tho wheel revolve?. The 
wheel is pefc in motion, by a sprocket 
wheel between the pedals.—Washington 
Star.
